Alberta Central Is an 
—-Inddpendent*Road

J..Carlyle Moore Says C P.R. Has 
No Connection, Corporate Or 
Otherwise, with Line. 


en 


J. Carlyle Moore, director of 
the Alberta Central Railway Co., 
passed through Calgary Thurs- 
day night on his way to Ottawa, 
informedjthe Albertan that work 
is being pushed ahead on the 
grading of the line;west and south 
of Red Deer, and would be stead- 
ily continued as long‘as weather 
conditions permitted, 

Mr. Moore wished especially to 
contradict a report that this road 
is being built by the Canadian 
Pacifico Railway company. 

‘Such a report,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
either a malicious falsehood or 
the result of gross ignorance and 
lack of knowledge which could 
have been sot right by a simple 
question. 

“The Alberta Central Railway 
company has no connection, 
corporate or otherwise, with the 
C.P.R., and it is the first spike 
of the Alberta Central that will 
be driven by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
on August 10th. 

“The road is being built and 
hnanced by the Alberta Central 
Railway company, and by it 
alone, and the report that the 
C. P. R. has any connection with 
is absolutely no foundation.” 

In regard to the new route of 
the C. N. R. infringing on that of 
the Alberta Central, Mr. Moore 
did not care to say very much on 
the question. 

‘Lam going to Ottawa to rep- 
resent the interests of the com- 
pany before the department of 
railways on August 9th,’’? he 
said. ‘Our plans have been 
approved of by the department 
of railways, our subsidy has been 
granted, and we are building the 
road. We hold a charter for a 
line from Moose Jaw to the 
Yollow Head Pass, and have the 
best grade of any road heading 
for that Pass. Bh ete ‘ 

‘We cannot see why another 
company should be allowed to 
come right on the grade it took 
us two years to find out, and zig- 
zag across our route, and at the 
same time open up no new terri- 
tory.”

Mr. Oliver ;Tells of 


His Long Journey. 


When He Reaches Ottawa 
Will Have Travelled Over 
9,000 Miles. 


GOOD COUNTRY IN 
THE NORTH LAND. 


When Hon. Frank Oliver reaches 
Ottawa he will have covered 9,577 
miles since he left. That is'a very ex- 
tended journey, and it is doubtful if a 
more interesting trip was ever made 
by a Canadian cabinet minister. Myr. 
Oliver passes through Calgary on his 
return to Edinonton on Tuesday. 

“The first 2;400 miles of the jour- 
ney,” said Mr. Oliver, ‘twas by rail to 
Edmonton; thence 100 miles with 
team; thence 160 miles with canoe; 
thence 80 miles in a scow; thence 200 
miles in canoe; steamer, 100 miles; 
team, 16 miles; steamer, 1,300 miles; 
landing us at Fort McPherson. The 
portage from McPherson to the head- 
waters of the Porcupine is called 60 
miles. It isa liberal 60, with mos- 
quivos also more than liberal. |More 
than 400 miles down the Porcupine 
waters by canoe, and we landed safely 
at Fort Yukon. The rest of the way is 
by palatial steamer and the railways, 
and is counted easy sailing. 

“I deem my trip this side of Fort 
Yukon nothing unusual as a feat in 
travelling. In fact, I think that aside 
from the portion provided with the 
established means of conveyance for 
steady travel that the trip is not so 
marvelous, but, of course, it is a long 
trip, and one over a course seldom 
covered in one continuous jaunt, and 
possibly has never been covered over 
the same full course us I am travelling 
in so short a time as I shall make. 

“We found everything serene and 
all traders and settlers prospering 
along the route. In the Mackenzie 
valley the vegetation was high. We 
were there the last of June, and I was 
surprised to find the growth ‘so rank 
at that time. ; 

MUCH FINE LAND. 

“The Mackenzie is a vast river, with 
a wide valley, largely boggy, but 
doubtless of a nature that can be 
drained. Hundreds after hundreds of 
miles of fine land are there. If the 
Mackenzie river only penetrated the 
heart of the’prairie instead of the re- 
mote region it does, that valley would 
now be one of the most productive in 
the world. ButIdo not say that it 
will not be occupied. The pressure of. 
the population will see the Mackenzie 
country brought into the range of de- 
sirability. It will be acountry for 
homes, The trip from Edmonton to 
McPherson is northwesterly. Many 
fail to appreciate how much so it is. 
McPherson is as fur west as Skag- 
way. By this one can better realize 
how far toward the west one travels 
in going from Edmonton to McPher- 
son. The turn to the west, however, is 
not until one is well along on the 
jonrney out from Edmonton, or near 
Fort Chippewyan. 

“The mineral belt of the northern 
country is so vast that it is difficult to 
say how far it extends. However, 
from what I gathered on the trip and 
data available I believe that the pre- 
cious minerals may not be found in 
the Mackenzie valley unless in its 
most easterly reaches. The formation 
does not seem favorable for gold and 
such precious mineral except in that 
extreme portion. Along the course 
which I followed the resources to be 
gathered in mining most likely will be 
in the form of petroleum and natural 
gas in the Athabasca region; salt, in 
or near the Great Slave and the Mac- 
kenzie districts; coal, in the Mackenzie 
and possibly other portions; and sul- 
phur on the shore of the Great Slave 
Lake. It is said there also is galena in 
some portions. Timber is plentiful 
along the whole course, and the lakes 
and streams are of considerable value. 

AS FIELD FOR SETTLEMENT. 


“Studying the country as a field for 
human habitation, the chief question 
is that of growing crops and raising 
herds. I cannot say how far north 
success might eventually be experi- 
enced, but I feel safein saying it will 
be much farther north than many 
have imagined. The possibilities for 
agriculture will be revealed in time, 
and I should not be surprised that 
some time that part of Canada will 
sustain a large population. Yukon 
likewise has its resources, all of which 
are well known here. 

“IT am persuaded that this region is 
of incalculable value to Canady, and I 
feel that future generations will look 
on the Northland with far greater 
appreciation of the true worth and 
the vastness of the resources than do 
the people of the Dominion and the 
rest of the world in this day.”

would be if the mothers knew the 
first principles of hygiene and

of infants. 


A physician who has made a 

specialty of the care of infants 
holds that the rule, ‘‘leave the 
baby alone,’’ is especially im- 
portant. He declares that more 
babies are killed by misdirected 
kindness than by wilful neglect. 
' There are only two occasions 
for handling the little baby,’’ he 
says, ‘‘and those are when it is 
being fed and when its clothing is 
being changed. Handling the 
baby for any other than these 
essential reasons is almost a 
crime. 

“The ‘showing off’? of a baby 
for the enjoyment of a visitor is.a 
bad practice at any time of the 
year’ but it is worse in summer 
than at any other time, for it ex- 
cites the little one unnecessarily 
and tends to upset its whole 
nervous system,”’

If the baby must be fed from 
the bottle, use none but the 
purest milk available, not pas- 
teurized or sterilized. Don’t feed 


ajthe baby from a bottle with

scalded. Don’t use a bottle with 
square corners. Sterilize the 


B| bottle often. 


Keep the baby cool. In hot’ 
weather its clothes should be very 
light. <A light shirt and a diaper 
should be enough. 

Give the baby plenty of fresh 
air. Keep it out of doors as much 
as possible, and when in the 
windows should always be open 
(but screened). Keep the baby 
out of the sun, however, and be 
especially careful to keep the 
rays of the sun from its head. 

Let the baby sleep all it will. 
While under one year it shou!d be 
fed very regularly through .tho 
day but never wake it for feeding 
at night. That it sleeps well is 
more important than night feed- 
ing. Sick babies don’t sleep. 

Babies under three months of 
age usually require nine feedings 
in 24 hours, at intervals ,of two 
and a half hours; from three to six 
months, seven feedings in 24 
hours,at intervals of three hours, 
from six to nine months, six 
feedings in 24 hours, at intervals 
of three and one-half hours; from 
nine to twelve months five feed- 


[ ings in 24 hours at intervals three 


and a half hours. 
To sum up: 
Mother’s milk, if possible; if 
not the purest of cow’s milk. 
Clean bottles, clean nipples, 
clean bedding—and clean baby. 
Plenty of fresh air, plenty of 
sleep. 
Regular feeding. 
No coddling—leave the baby 
alone. 
With these baby will live, if he 
has any chance at all. 
TEN COMMANDMENTS FOR MOTHERS 


1. Feed your baby from the 
breast, if possible. 

2. Feed regularly, not when- 
ever the baby cries. 

3. Don’t feed the baby any 
raw food, or any kind of fruit, or 
tea, coffee, beer or spirits, and 
give no solid food under twelve 
months. Feed only pure milk. 

4. Bathe the baby every morn- 
ing in cool or lukewarm water, 
and in hot water two or three 
times a day. Always wash the 
baby when the diaper is changed. 

5. See that the baby’s bowels 
move daily. ° 

6. The baby should sleep alone 
—in acrib. 

7. Give plenty of fresh air—

while these as, well os straw. stacks 
are available for -farrowing quarters; 
the sows seem to prefer farrowing in 
the bushes in,summer. 5 

My bunch of -hogs.-is of. the York- 
shire breed, bred from registered stock 
and consisted in February, 1909, of 1 
boar, 13.sows and 27 young hogs for 
fattening. During the year the brood 
sows had-17 litters, totalling 138 pigs 
of splendid vitality farrowed as fol- 
lows: 8 lifters in March, 5 in May and 
4 in August. I bought:65 half grown. 
hogs for fattening between September 
llth and November 15th, 1909. In 
February last I had 35 pregnant sows 
and 2 boars, having sold altogether 
207 head during the year: During 
pregnancy the sows are fed on oats; 
otherwise barley is the staple grain 
ration. In my experience the young 
pigs show less vitality“ when their 
ne have been fed largely on bar- 
ey. : : 

Separate feeding yards are provided 
for the small pigs where they can ul- 


ways find barley, whole or ground, 


and fresh buttermilk. It is very im- 
portant to have the smull pigs feed- 
ing well when they are weaned, and 
they should be fed liberally so as-to 
keep a clean skin and a good appear- 
ance, without being fat. . 

I start fattening the pigs when they 


‘are 3 to 4 months old, and give them 


all the barley chop they will eat and 


and | any buttermilk which is not needed 


for the small pigs. I feed regularly 
three times every day but only what 
they will eat up clean. 

The best size of pen is 12 feet by 10 
feet with a 12-foot trough and*it gives 
room for ten hogs; larger pens and 
several hogs in each gives too much 
disturbance. The pens are cleaned 
out daily and some bedding is placed 
in one corner of each. Hogs do not 
thrive well unless they are kept ab- 
solutely clean and the skin free from 
scurf. 

In order to secure the best results 
we must keep the hogs comfortable 
and treat them kindly. A hog so 
handled should gain on an average 
1 lbs. per day from the day it is 
farrowed until it is 5 months old. 
Beyond that age every pound of gain 
in weight costs more ‘than under that 
age. My hogs have been in splendid 
health and I have not lost a single 
pig from disease. This I attribute to 
the open air,” exercise and excellent 
shelter afforded by the brush land sur- 
rounding my hog yard. It also pro- 
vides shade in the summer. for the 
young. pigs. . 

Of feed stuffs, I used the equiva: 
lent of 2,800 bushels of barley, or 134,- 


400 lbs., according to the formula; 6}; 


Ibs." buttermilk, 1 lb. oats, 1 lb. bar- 
ley. From this I have produced 29,- 
480 lbs. of hogs, using 4.56 lbs: of 
barley per pound gained in the weight 
and thus realizing 71.3 ‘cents per 
bushel after the principal items of 
expenditure, such as interest and -de- 
preciation, are deducted. 

As to the value of the labor involv- 
ed, this becomes a matter of indi- 
vidual calculation on farms where 
hogs are kept in conjunction with 
other stock, but it seems to me that 
in my situation it is easier to feed the 
barley to the pigs than haul it 14 
miles to the railroad station.

Brooklyn Tabernacle, New . York, 
preached ‘yesterday. from the above 
text. _He said in part:— 

In order to use a telescope to ad- 
vantage .we need first to obtain a 
proper focus on the object to be exam- 
ned; .;And’ so it ‘is with the Divine 
“Plan and .Purpose. Looking. at it 
with the eye of faith through the Tele- 
scope of God's Word,. adjustment of 
the focus is“neceasary. This focusing 
of the Word,: Christian people ‘in the 
past have. very. generally overlooked. 
As a result. ‘the Divine Plan haa a 
blurred and indistinct appearance to 
our sight.. The various word-picturez, 
symbols, types, allegories and plain 
statements: of the. Scriptures without 
this focusing ,together, make a very 
unsatisfactory and nondescript matter 


of the Gospel’of Christ, one that is- 


unsatisfactory to everybody, one that 
the learned of our day have repudiat- 
ed entirely — an ambiguous collation 
that is a source of vexation to millions 
of God’s consecrated people. The dif- 
ficulty is that the Telescope was tam- 
pered with during the dark ages and 
the proper focus was lost. Since then 
Christian people have feared to re- 
adjust it. They have gloried in the 
facf that some one else did change it 
for them long ago and that the unsat- 
isfactory view .we have gotten is the 
result of this ‘and is entirely out of 
accord with the clear and beautiful 
vision of God’s Grace and Truth and 
Mercy and Love and Wisdom and 
Power as seen by the Apostles in the 
early Church:* 

Some of us,. dear friends, instead 
of throwing away the Telescope of the 
Word of God, are taking pleasure in 
cleanin 
the dark ages and adjusting the focus 
by a careful endeavor to speak where 
the Word of God speaks and to be 
silent where it-is silent, and to bring, 
as the Apostle suggests, our every 
thought into captivity to the will of 
God in Christ as outlined in the Bible. 
The result, we all can testify, is not 
only comforting, but happifying; not 
only enlightening, but refreshing. 
Truly, as the Apostle suggests, we 
have come to:“Times of Refreshin 
from the presence of the Lord.’’ An 
all this, we perceive, is exactly what 
the scriptures foretold, namely, that a 
falling away and darkening of the un- 
derstanding would follow tl death of 
the Apostles,-but that in the end of 
the age the darkness would begin to 
scatter before the oncoming light of 


| 


the Sun of righteousness, in thé morn-’ 


ing of the New Dispensation of Mes- 
siah's reign. 

In accord with all this, note the fact 
that for centuries we have been over- 
‘looking certain ‘Scripturea while ac- 
cepting others. We accepted the Apos- 
tle’s statement in our text respecting 
the reconciliation of the Church. but 
we overlooked entirely other Scrip- 
tures which spexk of a still different 
reconciliation—‘‘God through Christ 
reconciling the world utito himself” 
(II. Corinthians v, 19). We should 
have remembered the Lord’: words, 
“Ye are not of the world, even az I 
‘am not of the world.” We should 
have seen that the salvation and re- 
conciling of the Church is one thing 
and -the salvation and reconciling of 
the world is, quite another thing; that 
these are two different salvations— 
the first to heavenly, spiritual condi- 
tions and joint-heirship with Christ in 
his Kingdom; the other to an earthly 
‘inheritance, to earthly perfection and 
life everlasting dnd an Eden that is 
to be ‘world-wide—Paradise restored. 
God’s footstool made glorious. 

__ Nevertheless nothing has been lost. 
No ‘feature of the Divine Plan hag 
been thwarted, for these two salva- 
tions do not progress at the same 
time. ..During this Gospel Age none 
are saved, nor desirous to be saved, 
except those ‘“‘drawn of the Father,” 
““called of God.” These have been 
privileged to approach God through 
the Son, whose name is: ‘‘the only 
name given under heaven or amongst 
men whereby we must he saved" 
(Acts iv, 12). Only those who take bp 
their cross and follow the Lam 
through evil report and good report, 
faithful unto death, can now be spirit- 
begotten; in the resurrection, these 
will be spirit-born, members of the 
Bride of Christ, the Lamb's Wife and 
joint-heir with him in his Kingdom. 

t does not matter to the remainder of 
mankind that they have been allowed 
to remain in ignorance of the great 
fact that God is about to pour out 
upon humanity a great blessing; about 
to pour out his holy Spirit upon all 
classes; about to establish the King- 
edom of his dear Son for which we 
pray, ‘Thy Kingdom come”; abcut to 
cause the knowledge of the Lord to 
fill the whole carth; about to give to 
every son and daughter of Adam one 
full, fair, righteous opportunity to 
come to a knowledge of the Truth that 
they may be saved. 

If the knowledge of God’s grace hag 

roven to be a grand, glorious, inspir- 
‘Ing message to the sanctified in Christ 
Jesus, the Church of this Gospel Age, 
called to the heavenly calling, will not 
the message of reconciliation to the 
world, in due time, likewise bring to 
the world comfort, joy, blessing as 
they shall be invited to the earthly 
portion—to full restitution to human 
perfection—to all that was lost by 
Adam and that is to be recovered by 
the sacrifice of Jesus. No wonder the 
Scriptures assure uz that the night of 
weeping is nearly cver and the morn- 
ing of joy already dawning! No won- 
der the Apostle declares that "the 
Whole creation groaneth and travaileth 
in pain togethcr,” and that they are 
“waiting for the manifestation of the 
gongs of God” (Rom. viii, 22, 19). 

, The work of this Gospel Age has 
lbeen the calling, the testing. the prov 
fing, the fitting, the polishing of these 
ons of God for the glorious heavenly 
state to which they have been called. 
The Apostle urges that however hum- 
ble the position of God's saints in the 
présent life, ‘‘We know that when he 
Bhall appear we shall be like him, for 
we shall see him as he is.” When he 
shall appear in his glory we also shall 
appear with him. When he shall reign 
as the King of kings and Lord of 
lords, when to him every knee shall 
bow and every tongue confess,. the 
elect Church, his Bride, will be with 
him in his Throne, sharers of his glery 
and participants in his work—the 
work of blessing and uplifting the 
world—reconciling the world to God.

Now we 
see that the election.belongs to thi 
ib Age and to the High Calling 
to the divine nature and that in an 
age following this Free Grace toward 
all of the race of Adam will prevail. 
“The knowledge of the Lord shall fill 
the whole earth’’; “every knee shall 
bow and every tongue confess.” Then

Our Redeemer not only is to 
be the Saviour of the “little flock,’’ his 
Church, his Bride, on the spirit plane 
of glory, but additionally, through: the 
agency of his-Millennial Kingdom, he:

And his difficulty was that 
he did not see what is now so dis- 
tinct and clear to Bible sttidents, 
namely, that the Bible Hell to ‘which 
all humanity goes is not a place of 
torture nor of consciousness at all, but 
the grave, sheol, hades, the tomb. 

Instead of Christ and the saints 
praising God because of the tortures ' 
of the poor groaning creation, the Di- 
vine program shines resplendently, 
showing us that the Redeemer and ..is 
Church will for a thousand years be 
engaged in a missjonary work of the 
sublimest and most gigantic character 
—a work not only for a living remnant 
of the race, but one which will in- 
clude in its blessing all the thousands 
of millions of humanity under the Di- 
vine sentence, ‘“‘The. wages of sin is 
death.” Truly the Scriptures declare, 
As the heavens are higher than 
man’s ways and God's plang loftier 
than n.an’s conceptions. - 

Notice next. the context. St. Paul, 
after mentioning Christ as the Head 
of the Body, the Church, who is the 
first-begotten, the first-born from the 
dead, that in ull things he might have 
the pre-eminence, adds, “For it | ‘eus- 
ed the Father that in him should all 
fulness dwell,” and that (after) hav-

Exhibition Grounds, ‘I believe that 
Red Deer is taking a backward step, 
rather than a forward one, by allow- 
ing the present Exhibition Grounds 
to slip beyond their control, and fur- 
ther, I feel that a grave mistake ‘has 
been made by the Council when they 
refused to allow the By-law to go 
before the people for an expression 
of opinion, particularly on a quvs- 
tion which so many feel interested in 
and which, in some people’s view, af- 
fects the welfare of our town to a 
very great extert. 

ln case one proposition should be 
sacrificed at the expense of the other, 
when placed before the ratepayers, I 
would have supported the puichase 
of the Exhibition Grounds in prefer- 
ence to the Park site, although JI 
would have voted for both proposi- 
tions. Still, I am not very sanguine 
that both propositions would carry 
But my attitude would be to give 
tho people a chance to say if they 
wanted both or which one, and I 
am satisfied that the ratepayers of 
Red Deer would have selected one o1 
the other at least, and not turned 
them both down as I have heard sug 
gested. 

It is true that under the present 
circumstances the two by-laws could 
not be presented to the people at the 
same time, but it was a wise thing 
to let the people, before voting on 
the first By-law, know that in he 
not very distant future, another hy- 
law would be submitted for their 
opinion bearing on a somewhat sim- 
ilar proposition,—then a true expris 
sion of opinion could have been had 
on both by-laws. The Council was 
simply asked, and given ten days to 
ceply, as to whether they would sub- 
mit a by-law for the purchase cf the 
Exhibition property. The by-laws 
need not have been submitt:d 10 the 
people until the question of a avaat 
now issued had been ‘settled. 

Let us make fair comparison of the 
properties and see, if deciding only 
on one, which would be preferable at 
this particular juncture. 

The Exhibition Grounds of 23 acres 
is well adapted for our present needs 
and with some little additions an 
improvements in course of time 
would be adequate for quite a few 
years to come, affording us as it 
Goes, athletic grounds, track, exhi- 
bition building, stabling, fencing &c, 
at a cost which would have been not 
exceeding ten thousand dollars. 

The new proposed Park site, con- 
taining 44 acres, will cost $9,260, 
which includes $2,000 for improving 
the grounds. The confines of the 
property is a line from Gaetz Ave. 
opposite the South side uf Victoria 
street to the Exhibition fence, for 
the North boundary, and the North 
line fence of Section 9, for the South 
boundary, Gaetz Ave. being West 
boundary, and the Exhibition fence 
being East boundary. Owing to tha 
geographical and physical conditions 
$2,000 will scarcely fix up what land 
‘there is available for athletics, und 
fence the property. Then what about 
our Agricultural Exhibition? Are 
we not going to endeavor to keep up 
our Fair, endeavoring to make them 
better, larger and more attcactive, 
eventually to be called ‘Central Al- 
berta’s Grand Exhibition,” drawing 
people in from the west territory 
that will soon be tributary to Red 
Deer ? : 

We could not attempt to put up 
with such modest buildings as 
we have now, and would the 
town vote a large expenditure 
for buildings ? And what 
about a track? Could we hold a 
successful Ist of July sports without 
a track, or could we attempt to 
make an Exhibition a success with- 
out a track? I don’t think so, end 
the cost of building a track on the 
new grounds would almost be oro- 
hibitive, as the creek would have to 
be bridged in at least two points. 


And supposing they run through it, 
it would be worth the money. And 
suppose they held us up for the pro: 
perty grant ! That would also be our 
business. — ; 

I would like to see 
look over the proposed new Park 
site, and make themselves convers- 


ant with it:-“And it is not too late. 


yet to petition the Council to szb- 
mit a by-law for the purchase: of the 


Exhibition Grounds. Then the _ pro-|- 


positions could stand, on their merib; 
before the people. In case the reti- 
tion is not forthcoming, I would by 
all means vote for the Park’ site, 
for it will at least. give us Athletic 
Grounds.
